eral Carranza will permit the Pan- 
American peace appeals delivery to 
his military and civil commanders. 
American Diplomatic Agent P a rk ­ 
er, Mexico City, notified the state 
departm ent to this effect today. 
Parker 
and 
General 
Gonzales, 
Carranza comm ander in the capital, 
had even offered to facilitate the de­ 
livery by furnishing safe conduct to 
the ministers 
There 
was some 
delay 
in 
the issuance of these safe conducts 
and 
consequently 
many 
factional 
leaders were still unserved with co­ 
pies of the appeal. 
Gen. Carranza and Gen. Villa had 
received theirs, however. F'rom them, 
at least, prompt responses were ex­ 
pected. 
Carranza's failure to hold up the 
note was considered a good sign. 
Some thought he liked it better than 
he had expected. 
Others, less op­ 
timistic, believed he was satisfied 
he could depend O la th e loyalty of 
the leaders under him and saw no 
occasion for exercising a censorship. 
General Villa s response, suppos­ 
edly favorable, was thought to be 
on its way to Washington. 
No confirmation was obtainable at 
the state department that General 
Calles, a Carranza commander, had 
already replied, leaving everything 
in the first ch ie fs hands. 
It did not follow that those who 
received the note need answer the 
United States, it was said. Anyone of 
the seven powers represented at the 
conference would do. 
The Carranza agency 
here 
gave 
out messages it was said the first 
chief had received from a num ber 
of his followers, promising him their 
continued enthusiastic 
support and 
resolute opposition to outside in ter­ 
ference. 
Carranza Answers Wilson 
NEW 
YORK, Aug. 
16.— General 
Venustiano Carranza in a cable mes­ 
sage addressed to the United F’ress 
from Vera Cruz, declared that none 
of the soldiers under his command 
have participated in any of the raids 
across the Texas border, but said 
he had no official confirmation of 
reliable reports current in W ashing­ 
ton that the bandits wrere financed 
by American interests desiring inter­ 
vention in Mexico. 
General Carranza's cablegram sent 
from Vera Cruz was in response to 
a message from the United 
Tress 
asking if he had any information 
confirming these reports. 
His mes­ 
sage follows: 
“ In respect to your message of 
yesterday as to who has attacked 
the cities bordering the frontier, I 
have no information, but I affirm 
thai 
these attacks have not been 
made by soldiers of the constitution­ 
alist Mexican army, of which I am 
the first chief. 
(Signed) V. CARRANZA.

Greece and Serbian Parlia­ 
ments Meet and Decision 
on War Is Expected 
Within Fortnight 


ROME, Aug. 16.— Massing of Aus~ 
trian-German troops along the Sex-, 
bian frontier and the bom bardm ent 
of Belgrade, coming 
at a critical 
time in 
the 
Balkan 
negotiations, 
may throw the balance in favor 
of 
the allies and bring Bulgaria, Ru­ 
mania and Greece into the war. 
Dispatches from 
Bucharest 
and 
Sofia early today said the greatest 
alarm has been 
caused 
there by 
news that the Austrians have 
re­ 
sumed the offensive on the Serbian 
troutier, preliminary to an Austro- 
German drive through the Balkans 
to the relief of Turkey. 
Both Rn-, 
manian and 
Bulgarian 
diplomats 
here fear such a move threatens tne 
national existence of their countries 
aud are watching developments near 
Belgrade with the greatest anxiety. 
Both the Grecian and Serbian p ar­ 
liaments met today. 
The decisiona 
they are to make, 
possibly within 
the next fortnight, probably will set­ 
tle the fate of the Balkan states and

the opposition to Bulgarian conces­ 
sions on the part of Greece, remov­ 
ing the last obstacle to the renewal 
of the Balkan alliance. 
Three elements entering Into the 
situation are counted upon by 
the 
representatives of the allies here Ic 
force the Balkan states into 
quick 
accord, possibly within a fortnight 
They are: 
Certainty that the pres 
ent 
lack of Turkish 
ammunition 
makes this a most favorable time foi 
intervention; the fact th at the allies 
l ave landed reinforcements and naw 
registered fresh successes at the Dar. 
d an d le s, which might cause the Bal 
kans to lose their 
opportunity 
ct 
share the fruits of victory should th* 
allies reach 
Constantinople without 
them ; and finally, the concentration 
of Austro-Germans against Serbia. 
This last factor, the newest in th* 
Balkan situation, is of the utmost 
importance Both Bucharest and So­ 
fia dispatches today indicated 
that 
the latest move of the Austro-Ger­ 
m ans has aroused the greatest dis­ 
satisfaction.

sum m ary of labor legislation enacted 
in the present legislature shows that 
while no im portant labor laws have 
been enacted, the legislature has re­ 
frained from disturbing any of the 
im portant laws regulating conditions 
of employment. 
Probably the m ajo r fact in the 
sum m ary of things done and things 
not done by the 1915 legislature is 
that the minimum wage law- has not 
been repealed. 
Before the legisla­ 
ture convened. It 
wars 
understood 
that the axe would be laid to the 
minimum wage law without delay. 
But this has not been done; in fact, 
a bill to amend the minimum wage 
law was not even introduced. 
AU of 
which means that a similar law for 
women may yet be established, bar­ 
ring untoward court decisions. 
The w orkm en’s compensation law 
which was also threatened, has come 
out unscathed and even improved in 
some minor administrative particul­ 
ars 
The compensation law has been 
amended as follows: 
To 
prevent 
unreasonably 
high 
charges by physicians; to safeguard 
payment of money due as accident 
compensation; to 
re-establish 
the 
relative injury clause 
which 
was 
made inoperative by a supreme court 
decision; to exempt farm ers from the 
act unless they declare their inten­ 
tion of coming under it; to provide 
medical aid for an injured employe 
when his employer fails 
to do 
so. 
Several bills to amend the compensa­ 
tion act were killed by the legisla­ 
ture including 
half 
dozen 
which 
sought to raise the schedule of bene­ 
fits. 
Attempts to break down the Wis­ 
consin standards for child labor and 
the employment of women were de­ 
feated. although both houses were 
closely drawn on a bill to permit 
small boys to work in quarries. 
Two 
bills to smash the ten-hour principle 
In the employment of women were 
defeated 
although at one time it 
appeared that the assembly would 
pass them. 
The boys of Wisconsin will bene­ 
fit by the new apprenticeship law 
which is an opening wedge toward 
vocational guidance and the obliter­ 
ating 
of widespreading 
blind-alley 
methods. 
This law gives the Indus­ 
trial commission powers of adm inis­ 
tration. 
The 1915 legislature enacted a law 
requiring payment of wages twice a 
month under certain conditions of 
employments 
The effort to bring 
about an investigation of old age de- 
depency, 
unemployment, 
etc., was 
futile as wag a n attem pt to regulate 
conditions of employment of domes­ 
tic servants
